Lord O’Hagan, who has been for 
some time in this country, is the 
twenty-three-year-old son of that 
eminent Irish lawyer who was the 
first Roman Catholic to hold the office 
of Lord Chancellor of Ireland since 
the days of the Reformation, in spite 
of his having been an ardent Na 
tionalist, especially in his younger 
days, when he published, in The 
Irish Nation, the following verses: 
How did they pass the union? 

By perjury and fraud,

Yet the eldest son of the author

Maurice now holds the O'Hagan 
peerage in his stead. 

Lord ©’Hagan’s’ mother, — the 
widow of the Chancellor, is a rather 
remarkable woman, who

discussion. She is a daughter of 
the late Colonel Towneley, and not 
only his heiress, but likewise the last 
surviving member of the famous 
Towneley family, which made its 
home at Towneley, in Lancashire, 
ever since the reign of King Alfred 
the Great, until a few ‘years ago. 
The Towneleys were a great Cath 
olic house, and until Lady O'Hagan 
sold Towneley Hall to the town of 
Burnley for a public park, a lamp, it

4. Lord O’Hagan was _ visited 
throughout his illness by the Rev. 
W. Griffiths, the Church of England 
chaplain, and buried by him at 
Springfontein. 

5. Father Bernard Rawlinson was 
not at Springfontein, but has been 
chaplain with the Royal Irish Regi- 
ment, now at Belfast (South Africa), 
for the last four years. No notice 
is taken in the official report of the 
visit which Father Bradley is said 
to have paid to the hospital at 
Springfontein a few days before 
Lord O’Hagan’s death. In any 
case, it is clear that the military au- 
thorities did not consider that a 
change of religion had occurred, 
since the Church of England ¢hap 
lain continued his ministrations and 
buried the deceased officer. More- 
over, at that period, my son was 
constantly delirious, and would have 
been physically incapable of any 
mental effort. Indeed, what could 
have happened during those days of 
high fever and unconsciousness to 
change my son’s views, which he 
had so distinctly declared to the 
Catholic nurse before he became un- 
conscious, as she has herself plainly 
and most honorably stated? I wish 
to add that in making these facts 
public I am, influenced by no per- 
sonal feeling. Had my son who, up 


to the last, so much valued the re- 
ligion which he shared with his 
mother, his brother, and his sisters, 
seen fit to change it for another 
creed, I should have respected the 
decision of his conscience and de- 
fended his action, even if I had 
beeri unable to accept his views. But 
out of respect for my son’s memory, 
| cannot allow that to be said of 
him which he did not do. More- 
over, it is a serious thing that Brit- 
ish officers who have given their 
lives in the service of their country 
should be exposed to such misrep- 
resentations from whatever motives, 
and | trust that those newspapers 
which have given currency to them 
will consider it a moral duty to give 
equal publicity to their authoritative 
contradictions. ‘

“We teach that it is a divinely re- 
ealed dogma that when a Roman 
ontiff, speaking from his chair (ex- 
athedra) defines a doctrine regard- 
ng faith or morals to be held by the 
niversal Church, he is endowed with 
ufallibilitv; and, therefore, the de- 
rees of the Roman Pontiff, by them- 
selves, and not from the consent of 
the Church, are irreformable.”

The Pope’s Temporal Power. 
(New York Sun, March 12.) 

What was the nature of the temporal 
power lost to Garibaldi by Pope Pius IX? 
Did the Pope exercise independent mon- 
archial jurisdiction over the Papal States, 
or was he subject to another monarch? 
Was the Pope ever recognized as King by 
the other nations? T. M. W. 

At the end of the Middle Ages 
and after the healing of the Avig- 
non schism the Pope was in posses- 
sion of the following States on the 
Italian peninsula: Romagna, Bolog- 
na, Ancona, Camerino, lerrara and 
Commachio, Castro and Roncigli- 
one, and Urbino. This was the ex- 
tent of the possessions of the Pope 
in 1649. After many of these States 
had been wrested from him the Con- 
gress of Vienna restored practically 
this list. These formed the Papal 
States or States of the Church. 
Over them the Pope exercised su- 
preme civil rule as Duke, Count, 
Marquis or whatever might in any 
given case be the designation of 
suzerainty: in the exercise of such 
supreme civil authority the Pope 
was not subject to any one as over- 
lord. None of the States of the 
Church happened to carry the title 
of King, but the Pope was recog 
nized by other States as a reigning 
ruler. Since 1870 the sole remain- 
ing temporalities of the Pope are the 
Vatican and its domain. 

The “Avignon schism” had contin- 
ued for seventy years in the Four- 
teenth century when, besides the 
Popes residing in France, there were 
anti-popes (three at one time) each 
of whom claimed to be the vicar of 
Christ. The writer in the Sun does 
not state how the States of the 
Church were acquired. The record 
is one of fraud, violence and shame- 
less corruption. 
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The Pope and the King. 

A press dispatch from Rome says 
that the news that King Alfonso of 
Spain intends to visit certain Euro 
pean sovereigns, including the King 
of Italy, greatly disturbed the Vati- 
can, lest, on visiting the Italian cap- 
ital, he should follow the example set 
by President Loubet last spring. A 
meeting of the Cardinals was called, 
at which it was decided to ask the 
King to reassure the Pope regarding 
this matter, and to instruct the Nun- 
cio at Madrid to threaten the King 
that should he visit the Quirinal, the 
Pope would not receive him at the 
Vatican. The King of Spain is hard- 
ly likely to relish the Vatican’s dicta- 
tion in this matter, for he is not at 
all blind to those things that go to 
make for progress. His government 
has just passed some stringent legis- 
lation the effect of which will be to 
put a stop to Sunday labor in the 
Government departments and all the

‘hannels of grace will go by the 
board. Let the bishops repudiate 
their unworthy clergy, so, too, will 
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the laity. To work any machin 
the engineer is needed. Now. th 
clergy are the engineers of the sac- 
ramental machinery. Since Wyclif's 
day it is held that the Sacraments 
work independently of the moral 
status of the priest. True; but, in 
fact, the simple-minded laity make 
no such technical distinetions. It is 
asking too much of human natur 
to wrestle in mental gymnastics or 
hair-splitting between the priest and 
the man. Hence the hierarchy hush 
up in every conceivable way clerical 
shortcomings and pounce upon any 
one, as the author of the book un 
der consideration, who dares to giv 
them out to the public. We feel 
sure that “The Parochial School’ 
will soon be on the ‘Index,’ and 
that at the request of the Catholi 
leaders. 

“Now the training imparted to 
Catholic youth in the Church’s sem 
inaries tends to bring about an un 
healthy frame of mind in young 
priests. 

“Housed like a plant in a_ hot 
house for ten or twelve years in 
ollege and seminary, he is at once 
after ordination flung into the vor 
tex of life.

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FATHER O’CONNOR’S LETTERS TO CARDINAL GIBBONS. 
SIXTH SERIES.

New York, Anril, 19095. 
Sir:—It will be a great pleasure to me to leave political questions aside 
| discuss topics of more enduring interest in these letters. This would 
be more to my taste, and IT would fain believe you would also prefer not to 
dabble in politics if you were a fred agent. But as the Roman Catholic 
Church is so largely a political organization, your position as the fore- 
most representative of that Church in this country requires your com- 
pliance with the orders of your masters at Rome to increase and strengthen 
the political power of the Church in our Republic. That is the sworn duty 
f every Roman bishop, and you would be false to your oath if you did 
not fulfil the obligations imposed upon you. The Catholic vote, which is 
ilways manipulated by the Papal agents, from yourself down to the hum- 
Ilest priest, is so large a factor in our politics that it is considered worthy 
of the attention of our most prominent public men. We all know how 
President Roosevelt has been courted and flattered by your Church ever 
since he opened negotiati ms with the Vatican in reference to the Friars’ 
lands in the Philippines. He has been most considerate of our interests, 
said; and you turned right around in vour politics and voted for 
im at the last election. He did not need the Cathelic vote to elect him, 
vou said he received it and should be thankful. President Roosevelt 
very well what a small factor the Catholic vote was in his election, 
of course he did not despise it any more than the Negro vote or the 
German or Hungarian vote. He is a member of a political party that wants 
otes, and all is grist that comes to the political mill at election time. Like a 
ise politician he doled out some offices to the members of your Church, 
| he attended the Patrick’s Day dinner in this city last month, even as 
vent down to “Little Hungary” in the lower part of the city a few 
months ago and made glad the hearts of the poor people there by one of 
lis set speeches. He came to this city on March 17 to attend the wedding 
of his niece, and after the ceremony he attended the dinner of the I*riendly 
Sons of St. Patrick, and made them a speech also; then he went to the 
banquet of the Sons of the Amercan Revolution and made them another 
speech—altogether different from the complimentary phrases in which he 
xhorted the Irish to be good American citizens. At midnight he returned 
to Washington. That is all President Roosevelt has done for your Church, 
and you are too astute a man not to perceive that in view of your claims 
and pretensions it is not much. He acknowledged that a mistake was made 
when he directed that certain Indian trust funds should be paid to Roman 
Catholic schools, and he requested Congress to pass a law defining the 
limits of the use of such funds. This has been done, and henceforth it will 


not be possible for your agents to deceive him or any other official at 
Washington as was done in this case. 
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While you and your people have been flattering yourselves with this 
faint recognition of your Church by the President of the United States, 
there is another side to the picture which should not be overlooked. This is 
a Protestant country—lI shall not say Christian, for I do not believe ther: 
is on this earth a nation that can properly be called Christian, and if th: 
Word of God be true there will not be a Christian nation until the Lord 
Jesus shall reign as King. But this is a Protestant country: our free 
institutions were founded and established by Protestants, and there is a deep 
rooted conviction in the minds and hearts of the American people that the 
preservation of our liberty and the perpetuation of our Republic «lepend 
upon the maintenance of the principles of the Protestant faith. Roman 
Catholicism has denied liberty to the people and rooted out the political 
institutions of all countries where it has been in control. Catholic France 
to preserve its life as a Republic, has to dissolve its relations and sever its 
connection with the Roman Catholic Church. Liberty loving people in 
every country, the intelligent, thinking classes, are leaving that Church, and 
the masses are crowding into Protestant countries like the United States 
to escape from the blighting influence of priestly rule. Is it then wise and 
prudent in our public men to favor, encourage and aid that Church in our 
Republic? The American people are a Protestant people and by a larg: 
majority they think it is unwise and hazardous to give public recognition 
and prominence to the representatives of that Church. That is the othe 
side of the picture which is not so agreeable. We respect the men who 
by the suffrages of the people are chosen to be our rulers during their tern 
of office. But they must continue to deserve that respect, or
